2. The test results showed that the incinerator unit (includes gas 


washers, remote loading hopper and controls) met the emission standards 
in the Gode of Federal Regulations (Title 42 CFR part 76) while burning 
Public Health Service type waste (similar to Type 1 waste) at a rate 
of 360 pounds per hour. The primary chamber was preheated to 1200 
degrees F,, and the secondary chamber was preheated to 1450 degrees F.

‘heated to 1600 degrees F, in the primary chamber and 2000 degrees F,
